This regulation requires local school boards to award diplomas to students who meet the requirements 
prescribed by the Board of Education.

The Code of Virginia, § 22.1-16, vests the Board of Education with the authority to promulgate such 
regulations as may be necessary to carry out its powers and duties and the provisions of Title 22.1.

The requirements for a diploma are prescribed by the Standards of Quality, Code of Virginia, § 22.1-
253.13:4 and by the Board of Education in the Regulations for Establishing Standards for Accrediting 
Public Schools in Virginia, 8 VAC 20-131-50.  Additionally, the Regulations Governing Adult High School 
Programs, 8 VAC 20-30-20, prescribe the requirements for an adult high school diploma and the 
Emergency Regulations Governing the General Achievement Diploma, 8 VAC 20-680-10, prescribe the 
requirements for that diploma.  Therefore, this regulation should be repealed because it is no longer 
necessary.

If an objection to the use of the fast-track process is received within the 60-day public comment period 
from 10 or more persons, any member of the applicable standing committee of either house of the
